For  the  fourth  time  in  recent 
years,  the  riderless  horse-the 
symbol  of  a fallen  military 
leader-proceeded  down 
Constitution  Avenue  in 
Washington,  D.C.  towards  the 
Capitol  Building. 

In  1963,  the  symbolic  horse  was 
seen  at  the  head  of  the  funeral 
procession  of  Pres.  John  F. 
Kennedy,  and  at  the  heads  of  the 
funerals  of  Douglas  MacArthur  and 
Herbert  Hoover  in  1 964. 

Sunday,  it  was  seen  leading  the 
funeral  procession  of  Gen.  Dwight 
David  Eisenhower,  34th  President 
of  the  United  States,  who  died 
Friday  at  Walter  Reed  Army 
Hospital. 

CAPITOL  RITES 
At  the  Captiol  Bldg.,  a short 
ceremony  was  held.  Musical 
offerings,  including  the  playing  of 
“Hail  to  the  Chief”  and  “Onward, 
Christian  Soldiers,”  and  a 21 -gun 
salute  honored  the  former 
President. 

Inside  the  Capitol  rotunda,  Pres. 
Richard  M.  Nixon  eulogized  the 
man  under  whom  he  served  for 
eight  years.  A presidential  wreath 
was  placed  at  the  casket,  which  will 
lie  in  state  until  Monday  afternoon. 

The  three-day  funeral  began 
Saturday  with  a private  service  at 
Washington  National  Cathedral.  In 
attendance  were  the  General’s 


widow,  Mamie  Doud  Eisenhower; 
their  son,  John;  the  two  surviving 
Eisenhower  brothers,  Edgar  and 
Milton;  and  several  other  family 
members  and  friends. 

CHURCH  SERVICES 
Episcopal  funeral  services  will  be 
held  today  at  Washington  National 
Cathedral.  Heads  of  state  of  at  least 
30  countries  are  expected  to  be  in 
attendance. 

TV PROGRAMS 
Four  Salt  Lake  City  television 
stations  will  carry  programs 
relating  to  the  former  President. 

KCPX  Channel  4 will  carry  the 
transfer  of  the  casket  to  National 
Cathedral  from  the  Capitol 
Rotunda  and  the  cortege  to  Union 
Station  from  2-4  p.m. 

KUTV-Channel  2 is  scheduled  to 
air  the  funeral  ceremonies  from  1-3 
p.m.  and  at  4:30  p.m.,  an  extended 
Huntley-Brinkley  report. 

KSL-TV-Channel  5 begins 
coverage  at  11  a.m.  and  will 
continue  until  the  conclusion  of 
the  funeral  and  processional  to 
Union  Station. 

KUED-Channel  7 will  carry  a 
special  entitled,  “Dwight  David 
Eisenhower.  1890-1969,”  from  8-9 
p.m. 

FLAG  LOWERED 
At  BYU,  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
announced  that  “the  flag  on 
campus  was  lowered  to  half  mast 
immediately  on  the  announcement 
of  the  death.  Thereafter,  Pres. 
Nixon  proclaimed  today  a National 


Day  of  Mourning  in  which  we  hope 
all  students  will  join.” 

“This  is  not  the  equivalent  of  a 
holiday  and  school  will  continue  as 
usual,”  the  statement  continued, 
“but  we  hope  that  all  will  realize 
the  significance  of  the  occasion  and 
be  appreciative  of  the  contribution 
that  Gen.  Eisenhower  made.”

Tony  is  a slender  and  handsome 
boy  who  ranks  fifth  in  his  senior 
class  at  Seward  Park  High  School, 
the  school  most  of  the  city’s 
Chinese-American  teen-agers 
attend.

He  won  perfect  scores  on  the 
mathematics,  physics  and 
chemistry  tests  twice  each  and  won 
three  more  800s  in  math 
achievement  and  aptitude  tests. 

Tony  learned  his  English  at  an 
Irish  mission  school  in  Hong  Kong, 
speaks  it  with  the  kind  of 
perfection  that  indicates  he  learned 
it  at  school,  and  considers  himself 
bilingual. 

Miss  Margaret  Thorne,  who 
directs  the  College  Board  testing 
program,  said  Kwong  could  be 
credited  with  only  four  perfect 
scores  because  the  others  are 
duplicates  although  each  was  won 
on  different  tests.  His  achievement 
of  four  perfect  scores  “is  matched 
by  at  least  1 6 other  students  this 
year,”  she  said. 

That  still  places  him  among  the 
top  17  pupils  of  the  1.4  million 
who  took  College  Boards  this  year. 

Kwong  has  four  brothers  and 
sisters.  Their  father  is  manager  of  a 
small  garment  factory  in 
Manhattan’s  Chinatown. 

Tony  hopes  someday  to  teach 
math  at  college  or  become  an 
industrial  math  researcher.  But 
first  there’s  college. 

He  applied  to  Princeton,  City 
College,  Cooper  Union  and  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  in  that  order,  and 
hopes  for  a scholarship  from 
Princeton. 
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I Pledge  Allegiance...

NEW  YORK  (AP)  - It  doesn’t 
show  on  the  charts  among  the 
teen-age  rock  tunes,  but  one  of  the 
hits  on  radio  across  the  country  is 
Red  Skelton  reciting  an 
interpretation  of  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance. 

Skelton’s  version  has  been  read 
into  the  Congressional  Record. 

His  production  company  in 
Hollywood  has  been  inundated  by 
200,000  requests  for  copies  of  the 
pledge  printed  on  a scroll. 

The  recording  is  a version  of  the 
pledge  Skelton  learned  from  a 
teacher  while  a schoolboy  in 
Vincennes,  Ind.  He  first  recited  it 
on  his  television  show  on  CBS  Jan. 
14. 

Here  is  the  pledge: 

“I  remember  this  one  teacher,  a 
real  sage  of  my  time.  He  had  such 
wisdom.  We  were  all  reciting  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance,  and  he 
walked  over.  Mr.  Lasswell  was  his 
name  . . . He  said: 

“ ‘I’ve  been  listening  to  you  boys 
and  girls  recite  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  all  semester  and  it  seems 
as  though  it  is  becoming 
monotonous  to  you.

BYU’s  soccer  teams  plan  to  file 
demands  that  they  be  awarded 
forfeit  points  in  the  Utah  College 
Soccer  League  standings  after  the 
Utah  clubs  refused  to  play 
scheduled  games  Saturday. 

BYU  ‘A’  was  scheduled  to  meet 
Utah  ‘A’  and  BYU  ‘B’  was  to  face 
Utah  ‘B’  Saturday,  but  on 
Thursday  Utah  informed  league 
president  Bill  Mead  it  would  not 
play  the  games. 

Lfnder  league  rules,  a team  can 
cancel  a game  on  the  scheduled 
date  if  it  informs  the  league  of  its 
intentions  two  weeks  or  more 
before  the  date  of  the  game  and  the 
other  team  agrees. 

The  situation  in  Saturday’s  game 
was  unique  in  that  the  spring 
schedule  was  less  than  two  weeks 
old.  Therefore,  Utah  claims  the 
cancellation  was  legal. 

BYU  contends  that  Utah  did  not 
have  a valid  reason  for  the 
cancellation,  and  so  insists  that  the 
games  be  forfeited.  Utah  said  it 
could  not  field  representative 
teams  Saturday. 

Utah’s  teams  are  in  a state  of  flux 
at  the  present  time.  Bill  Gossett  is 
the  new  president  of  the  Utah 
soccer  clubs,  replacing  Mark  Jones 
who  left  the  club  after  the  Arizona 
trip  in  December. 

A number  of  Redskin  players, 
disappointed  after  three 
consecutive  losses  at  the  end  of  the 
fall  season,  reportedly  are 
considering  transferring  to  Salt 
Lake  league  ethnic  teams. 

Meanwhile,  BYU’s  spirited 
players  refused  to  take  the  week 
off.  A friendly  game  was  arranged 
for  BYU  ‘C’  against  Rollo  of  the 
Salt  Lake  B division. 

The  ‘C’  team  was  bolstered  by 
the  addition  of  four  ‘A’  players 
who  were  on  hand  to  help  stabilize 
the  new  players  in  their  first  game. 


Since  it  was  an  exhibition  game, 
Rollo  consented  to  their  play. 

In  fact,  to  give  more  of  the  boys  a 
chance  to  play  longer,  Rollo  let 
several  BYU  men  put  on  light  blue 
Rollo  jerseys  and  play  for  them. 

The  score,  which  under  the 
circumstances  is  insignificant,  was 
BYU ‘C’ 4,  Rollo  0. 

It  was  a good  start  for  the  ‘C’ 
team.  Coach  Dan  Madsen 
expressed  satisfaction  with  the 
regular  ‘C’  players’  performances. 

“Some  of  these  kids  have  waited 
a long  time  to  get  into  a game,”  the 
coach  said,  “and  they  were  really 
high.  They  surprised  me— all  of 
them  played  well.” 

This  weekend,  BYU  ‘A’  will  meet 
Weber  State  in  Provo,  while  the  ‘B’ 
team  draws  a bye.  BYU  ‘C’  is  trying 
to  schedule  another  Salt  Lake  B 
team,  either  in  Salt  Lake  or  Provo. 


MINNEAPOLIS  (AP)  - George 
Mikan,  commissioner  of  the 
American  Basketball  Association, 
says  his  league  and  the  New  York 
Nets  still  hope  to  sign  UCLA 
All-American  Lew  Alcindor. 

However,  Alcindor  says  he  will 
sign  with  the  Milwaukee  Bucks  of 
the  rival  National  Basketball 
Association. 

Mikan  said  Saturday  the  ABA 
and  New  York  owner  Arthur  J. 
Brown  offered  Alcindor  a 
five-year,  $3.25  million  package 
plus  five  per  cent  of  the  Nets’ 
stock.  “Let  the  NBA  top  that,” 
Mikan  said. 


“Did  anybody  ever  write  a $1 
million  check  to  an  athlete?  Did 
the  NBA  do  that?  We  did  it.  What 
did  the  NBA  do?”  Mikan  said, 
questioning  whether  the  Bucks 
made  a verbal  offer  or  placed  it  in 
writing  as  the  ABA  now  has  done. 

“He  (Alcindor)  doesn’t  want  to 
play  in  Milwaukee,”  Mikan  said. 
“He  wants  to  play  in  New  York. 
I’m  not  a good  loser  and  never  was. 


The  door  was  never  locked.  iBt- 
Alcindor  is  the  only  one  who  c 
sign  that  contract.” 

Alcindor  said  in  Atlanta  he  r 
a quick  decision  to  play  in  the  NB 
to  avoid  a bidding  war. 

“I  might  have  received 
money  if  I had  waited,”  Alcindoikc 
said,  “but  I would  have  onl)[;l 
degraded  the  representatives  of  tl 
NBA  and  ABA  in  doing  so. 


Mikan  says  Alcindor’s  adviser, 
identified  as  Sam  Gilbert,  was  to 
confer  with  an  attorney  and  “talk 
to  us  Monday.  Does  that  mean 
negotiations  are  closed?” 

Alcindor  said  Saturday  at  an 
Atlanta  news  conference, 
“Milwaukee  made  me  a very 
lucrative  offer.  They’re  real  good 
people  up  there  and  I had  no 
difficulty  whatsoever  in  making  up 
my  mind  to  play  with  them.” 

Mikan  said  that  the  Nets  made  an 
offer  to  Alcindor  last  Tuesday  and 
brought  with  them  “a  bankable 
five-year  contract,  a certified 
contract.”

But  what  memories  they  are. 
Iowa  State,  ranked  third  going  into 
the  tournament,  literally 
vanquished  all  opposition  in 
winning  their  second 
championship  with  a record  104 
points. 


Oklahoma  University  placed 
second  with  69,  followed  by 
Oregon  State  with  58,  Michigan 
State  with  57,  Cal  Poly  with  52, 
and  Oklahoma  State,  last  year’s 
champion,  with  5 1 . 


BYU  finished  in  27th  place  with 
1 0 points  on  the  strength  of  a fifth 
place  finish  by  sophomore  John 
Sorochinsky. 

The  finals  Saturday  night  were 
very  exciting  with  four  falls  being 
scored.  In  the  115  pound  division, 
John  Miller  of  Oregon  won  a 1-0 
decision  in  an  overtime  bout  with 
Sergio  Gonzales  of  UCLA. 

Miller,  with  a mediocre  4-3-1 
record,  was  defeated  by  Gonzales 
in  the  Pacific  8 championships,  but 
he  scored  a stand-up  escape  in  9 : 08 
of  the  second  overtime  period  to 
win. 

Wayne  Boyd  of  Temple 
University  scored  an  upset  in  the 
123-pound  class  by  winning  a fall 
over  number  two  seed  Stanley 
Keeley  in  7:40. 

In  the  1 30  pound  division  David 
McGuire  of  Oklahoma  University 
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Dan  Gable  of  Iowa  State  was  the 
highlight  of  the  tourney  as  he  won 
easily  over  Marty  Willigan  of 
Hofstra  University  by  a fall  in  4:20. 

Gable,  who  pinned  every  one  of 
his  opponents  in  the  tourney  is  the 
epitome  of  control.  Every  move  is 
executed  with  the  precision  timing 
of  a fine-tuned  chronometer. 

Besides  winning  the  individual 
medal,  Gable  won  the  trophy  for 
the  most  falls  in  the  least  amount 
of  time,  with  5 falls  in  20:19.  He 
also  won  a trophy  for  being  the 
outstanding  wrestler  of  the 
tournament. 

Mike  Grant  of  Oklahoma 
University  won  a 5-4  decision  over 
Ray  Murphy  of  Oklahoma  State  by 
receiving  1 point  for  a riding  time 
advantage.  This  was  the  third  time 
they  have  met  this  year  in  the  145 
pound  division. 

In  the  152  pound  class,  Gobel 
Kline  of  Maryland  decisioned 
Richard  Mihal  of  Iowa  4-1  on  the 
strength  of  a reversal  and  two 
points  riding  time. 

Cleo  McGlory  of  Oklahoma,  in 
the  finals  of  the  160-pound  class 
for  the  third  consecutive  time, 
finally  won  the  gold  medal  by 
defeating  Dave  Martin  of  Iowa 
State  5-3.  McGlory  lost  the 
championship  round  last  year  by 
being  taken  down  in  the  last  2 
seconds  of  the  match, 
a minor  upset  by  edging  John 
Woods  of  Cal  Poly  5-4.  Woods  was 
the  top  seed  in  his  class. 

Chuck  Jean  of  Iowa  State  came 
from  a 4-2  deficit  to  score  a 
takedown  and  a fall  over  Peter 
Cornell  of  Michigan  in  the  177 
pound  division.

This  is  why  the  elements  of 
instability,  namely  the  fedayeen, 
are  so  important  in  this  crisis.  It  is 
conceivable  that  a negotiated  peace 
could  be  accomplished  if  the  Arab 
leaders  and  Israelis  didn’t  have  to 
worry  about  the  commando 
fedayeen.

talent,  uniquely  combined  with 
humility.
